Some interesting information regarding the Institution is 
found in the following article by J. 3B. Homer, appearing in the 
- Oregonian for December 25, 1884. This letter was written to the 
Oregonian by Mr. Horner. 


"THE BLIND.SHALL SEE.” 


"Fortunately this. is duly appreciated in our State. Statistics 
show that in appropriations to the actual number of blind persons 
in Oregon, there is a larger numer educated than in any other 
State in the Union. Ten percent of the actual number are 
receivine instruction in our School For The Blind; ninety per cent 
are too old. An accomplished gentlemen said; "We are ashamed to 
Say that we never knew anything of the merrits of this Institution 
befor¢, and we are siso ashamed to confess that this is the 
first time that we ever visited a school of this nature. 

We are glad to say that the students are industrious, ané seem to 
be contented with their lot." 


"Although as xXx early as 1872 the Legédlature made pmwvisions 
for the education of the blind of our State, yet it was not until 
Pebruary 23, 1873, that the School opened. Miss Nellie Simpson 
was the first teacher. Her school gradually grew from two to 
six pupils. Boarding out was crovided in private families at the 
expense of the State. 


Rev. J. H. Babcock of Corvallisxyx was anpointed superintendent 
of the School, and commenced on October 7, 1873. Miss Dora 
Hermendez was teacher of musie. The tem of 1874 opened with 
nine pupils. Owing to the resignations of Misses. Simpson and 
Hermandez, Professor Gharles H. Kaiser, connected with the lew 
York Institute For The 3lind, was avpointed principle. (He was 
blind.),. He took cha rge of t he musical snd literary depsrtment 
St the beginning of the next tem, October 4, 1875. On Mareh 5, 
1877, Mrs. Jennie E. Dawne was appointed principle. 


The expenses of the School from the beginning until 1878 we 
were defrayed by a bienmx biennial appropriation of $4,000.00 by 
the Legislative “ssembly.° In 1878 the appropriation for.the 
ensuing two years was increased to 35,000.00. In 1882 the 
biennial appropriation was further increased to $8,000.00.

April 16, 1883, marks the date of the re'opening of the 

School under the Honorable C. E. Moore and his wife, both 
coming from Benton county, as superintendent and matron respectively 
while “rs.

ia i Gregon's movement to handle the problem of the adult blind 

a ‘began in the City of Portland as early es 1915 where the sightless 
; residents were struggling with the complex problems of a modern 
urbanised community. Documentary evidence, as taken from 
“newepaper files, shows that the first official movement to teke 
care of the problem started in the office of the mayor of the city. 
Without even making a survey to determine the real needs of persons 
handicapped by less of vision, the movement began on the general 
misconception that in education lay the solution for the éntire 
problem. By teaching trades md manual work, it was then 
generally believed that the blind could be mede financially 
independent. The essumption was thet tesching a blind person 

a trade so that he could meke his own way in the world would come 
pletely solve the question of readjustaent to handicap, ‘eking 
into consideration individual abilities and the mrketing of 
prbducte in fields where demands existed, or might be created, 
were important points thet these pioneers in the work for the 
oo. never thought of takin: into conmsMeration. Doubtless, 
those early workers ridiculed the cold, blooded fact that every 


known scientific survey of the siult blina clearly reveals that 
the greater percentage of the sightless csn never be depended upon 
q 4 as being completely independet, spesking in finamisl terms, 

. i on highly trained gocisl welfare workers, who are skilled 
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if haa these pioneers in o new fidld of social work in 


s he. Stete felt their wey in the dark trying to fini some way to 


solve thetremendous task of moking a person without sight place 
himself in the world to fubnction a8 near normal as possible, 
General dislike for the typical blind-beggar appearing on the city 
- Streetea seemed to be a strong incentive that ignited the movement 
ana gave it momentum. It did hove the effect of stimmlating 

@ scholarly interest in the general pmblem of the blind which 
Stimulated interest ands tdy int the underlying causes of tie 
subject. Although the oommonwesl th at this writing hes far from 
reached a solution for the problem that my in the least be 
classified as scientific, perhaps the City Goverment for Portland 
is to be o omplimentea for havin passed an ordinance forbidding 
begging on the ¢ ity streets.

This article otates that there hve been elleged numerous 
Controversies betwoon ifr, ‘eyers aud the inmates over money 
matters, The inmates held that money Wee due th om for work 
whieh they had perteormed, Meyers wae alco alleged te have 
been unkindly towards Bert &, Smith, woodvorker and cabinet 
maker, 

Mr. Bishop testified that Mr. Meyers did not use bhe 
Revised Braille system and discouraged ite use in t he Intti- 
tution, 

Gora Elizabeth Sortwright, who had been in the Institution 
Cighteocn days as a relief helper, said kh at her obs evation of 
Mr, and /re, Meyers was that they were beth overbearing and 
disagreeable to the ineatos, and that they were always ridicule 
ing someone, or other of the blind people, 

"Their usual remark to the inuates after Such affairs," 
aid Wiss Contwright, "was thet, ‘If you don't like it, get out,'* 

Mise Gortrright said thetshe was Gisuiesed zuxxamxzauxthe 
night the petition for the hearing vase signed as she was a@euse 
ed of instigating it. She aduitted hoving read it to some of 
the inmates, at their request, and held t he pencil while some 
of them signed the document, 

Mies Cortwricht went on to cay that che did not think 
that there vas the richt combination of food, and the quality 
of some of it "I wouldn't put before a hog," 

She said thet the food was served in & “iegusting way and 
thet Smaxm if there was a Shortage of any particular dish, 
that could be so fixed, it wae filled out with water, She 
admitted that, as a rule, Mr. and Mrs, Meyers partook of the 
same food that was served to the inmates, She said that when 
she suggested some changes in the food arr ngements, she was 
told by Mre. Meyers to sina her own business, She said that 
all the while she was at the Tnetitution there wae no fire drill, 

Mre. Fannie Sherwood, seventy-two, who said that ahe head 
been onnected with a andling the blind for forty-five yeare, 
being a practical nurse, who took private @aployment in such 
Gases, told of her attempts to visit the inmates a nd make tien 
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happier, end of arrengemente to have some of them token out in 
| automobiles, but to which objection was raised by Mr, and ire, 
Meyers because men and women were taken out together, 
She told of taking one of the inmate» to church anc of 
\ troubles thet arose therefrom and said "I tried to help the 
inmates and make them happier, for my heart went out to then, 
put I didn't care to come to the Institution and be insulted, 
so I haven't been there since," 

Bert £, Smith, forty-six, and blind for t hroe years, 
said that he had been S, P, engineer since 1904, He entered 
the Institution vith the hope of getting ucefull training. 

He has meade some cabinttea and footatocls, some of which have 
been exibited to the commission, He seid that he was nover 
encouraged by superintendent Weyors, He goce on to says 

"t have been told that I was the next ont to go but if they 
will spare me until this investigation i» over, I'll relieve 
them of my presence for ell tine, I cannot adapt myself to 
the conditions of diecord that prevail here. 

. "I really believe thst the bling can not lead the blind, 
I really believe that Mr, and Yrs, Meyers have done tisir best, 
but there ic no limit to what can be going on at arma length 
end they will not know it. I had gotten all packed up and 
ready to go before this investigation started, -s I find it 
an impossible condition here, 

"I wantto learn and then go home and do the thinge I 
learned here, The oceupation of tine and mind is very necessary 
here, The absence of it permits the concocting of disorder," 
The witness said that he had heard Superintendent ‘eyers speak 
over the telephone in a hard, rude way, "There seems to be a 
lack of sourtesy, not only to the inmates, but to the public 
as well," said Smith. 


Mise BlLien Siverson, around whom apparently many of the 
difficulties heave arisen, said that she had been discharged 
from the Inetitution exactly one hundred and wight times, 

She caid that she had kept count, because she supposed some 
time she vould be asked about it, "I think if there is any- 
thing Mr, and “re, Meyers can teach it is friction. ir.

She eaid I was svcaring, It wasn't swearing; it wes just a 
petition, I was hurried by Mrs, Meyers in my task until I'd 
break out in prespiration," said Mise Sieverson, 
Beveral of the vitnesses said they did not believe a

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The Oregonian for February 4, 19°2 carries a etory of the 
completion of charges by the blind protestants, The invetigations 
are said to have improved the food served to tho inmates, the diet 
having been one of the causes for complaint, After the final 
witness for the protestants was heard those in behalf of the 
superinténdant are heard in defense, 

Gharies 8, West, final witness for the protestants, charged 
that when there was remonstrance offer the absence of a hand rail 
en the stairs where one woman inmate fe!l and broke her leg, Super- 
intendent Myers was quite peeved and said, "Hell, che ought to 
be in the poor house where che belongs," West said that it took 
two and a half months of continuous effort to bring about the ia- 
vestigation, The newspavers had held off from giving the matter 
publicity for several weeks, though aware of the alleged condition, 
because they expected the state officials to take action to cor-

West is reported to have said: "The food was fairly good 
when I first came to the Institution, but it final ly got to be 
known among the men as the ‘bread and p> tato!' diet, When visitors 
from the State Board vere exnected the cook wes given a hurry up 
order and concocted a pudding for desert," --"A lit le while ago," 
eaid West, " there was a marked improvement in the food for a
